Big  Freshman  Class 
I Shines  With  STARS 

I The  largest  freshman  class  in 

(seven  years,  190  students,  poured 
onto  Wesleyan’s  campus  Septem- 
I her  3. 

J According  to  Burton  E.  Fite, 
Wesleyan’s  Director  of  Admis- 
■ sions,  the  1974  freshman  enroll- 
j ment  is  62  per  cent  higher  than 
I 1973’s  118  students. 

t Fifty-seven  per  cent  of  the 
1974  Purple  Knight  class  are 
i from  Georgia,  30  per  cent  from 
/ Florida,  four  per  cent  from  Ala- 
bama and  three  per  cent  from 
South  Carolina.  Remaining  fresh- 
men are  from  North  Carolina, 
Texas,  Maryland  and  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The  mean  freshman  high 
school  grade  point  average  out 
of  a possible  4 0 maximum  is  3.3. 
In  comparison  to  mean  national 
statistics  on  Scholastic  Aptitude 
Test  scores  for  females,  Wesle- 
yan freshman  scores  range  50 
points  higher  in  both  the  verbal 
and  mathematical  categories.  The 
mean  Wesleyan  verbal  SAT  score 
is  492,  while  the  national  score 
is  442.  The  mean  Wesleyan  math- 
ematical score  is  509  while  the 
national  is  459. 

Besides  having  more  STAR 
students  enrolled  in  her  fresh- 
man class  than  any  other  private 
college  or  university  in  the  state, 
Wesleyan  has  also  enrolled  three 
National  Merit  scholars,  31  Wes- 
leyan Scholars,  22  Pierce  Scho- 
lars and  -21  Wesleyan  fine  arts 
talent  award  winners. 


The  total  “full-time”  student 
body  enrollment  has  increased  by 
13  per  cent  from  1973.  In  1973 
the  total  Wesleyan  enrollment 
was  400.  In  1974  the  total  “full- 
time” student  enrollment  is  531. 

The  combined  efforts  of  alum- 
nae, students,  faculty,  adminis- 
trative and  admissions  staff  are 
responsible  for  the  recruitment 
of  the  1974  class,  Mr.  Fite  said.
